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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of Group I, claims 1-3, in the reply filed on September 29, 
2005 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out 
the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Paz 
de Araujo et al, US Patent 6,1 10,531 , in view of Crumbaker, US Patent 5,653,807. 

Paz de Araujo et al teaches a CVD apparatus that includes: a chamber 129; a 
gas outlet 130 discharging into the chamber; a gas mixer 180 connected to the gas 
outlet; a plurality of vaporizers 114A-114C located in the neighborhood of the gas mixer 
180; an acceleration gas pipe 170A-170C is attached to each vaporizer 1 14A-1 14C; a 
plurality of source gas origins 113A-113C; a plurality of gas pipes 171A-171C 
connecting the vaporizers 1 14A-1 14C to the gas mixer 180 and includes a flow 
regulating valve; and a plurality of source gas pipes connects the source gas origins 
1 1 3A-1 13C to the vaporizers 1 14A-1 14C. (Entire document, specifically, figure 4) 

Paz de Araujo et al differs from the present invention in that Paz de Araujo et al 
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does not teach that the length of the source gas pipes and gas pipes of each line are 
substantially identical to each other. 

Crumbaker teaches keeping the path distance between each source (run valve) 
and the reactor equal to minimize switching transient variations. (Entire document, 
specifically, the abstract) 

The motivation for making the length of the gas source pipes and gas pipes 
equal is to minimize the switching transient variations as taught by Crumbaker. 
Furthermore, it was held in Gardner v. TEC Systems, Inc., 725 F.2d 1338, 220 USPQ 
777 (Fed. Cir. 1984), cert, denied, 469 U.S. 830, 225 USPQ 232 (1984), by the Federal 
Circuit that, where the only difference between the prior art and the claims was a 
recitation of relative dimensions of the claimed device and a device having the claimed 
relative dimensions would not perform differently than the prior art device, the claimed 
device was not patentably distinct from the prior art device. (Also see MPEP 2144.04 
(d)) 

Therefore it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to make the length of the gas source pipe and gas pipe of each 
line of Paz de Araujo et al substantially identical to each other as taught by Crumbaker. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The cited art teaches the technological background of the 
invention.
